There has been for come time a consum- 
ing anxiety among loyal politicians eon- 
cerning the spring elections, and especial- 
ly the approsching contest in Connecticut. 
The probabilities of a Democratic victory 
in that State are so strong that the only 
hope of Radicalism was conceded to lie in| 
the promulgation of the 15th Amendment 
and the consequent opportunity to poll 
the negro vote. On this account there has 
been a strong desiréto complete the work 
of “ reconstruc ” and bring in the 
Southern hose approval was need- | 
ed to secure requisite three-fourths ma- 
jority; for it has been understood that the 
President would not proclaim the final rat- 


ification until these States had been read-4 


mitted, and had acted upon the amend- 
ment. 


There has been too much delay in this, 
however. Election day is so near as to 
preclude the possibility of getting in the 
ballots of the Fifteenthly Amended citi- 
zens, exceptthrough immediate and vigor- 
ous action, and a coup d'ctat was therefore 
resolved upon. As will be seen by our 
Washington dispatches, it was consum- 
mated yesterday. A message was sent to 
Congress by the President, intimating that 
he would proclaim the ratification of the 
amendment as soon as the bill for the ad- 
mission of Texas should be passed. This 
little formality was at once completed, and 
thereupon the certificate of the Secretary 
of State was issued in due form. It will 
be observed that Indiana is counted to 
make up the required number of twenty- 
nine States. The President and Secretary 
know very well that the State has not le- 
gally acted upon the amendment; and they 
also knew that in placing her in the liat of 
ratifying States, they publicly proclaim 
themeel ves liars. 

We need not wastetime in criticising this 
gection. It will be sufficient, at present, to 
say that the 15th Amendment is no morea 
part of the Constitution to-day, than it was 
amonth ago. <A Secretary of State’s letter, 
or a President’s proclamation, can not add 
an article tothe fundamental law of the na- 
tion, any more than they can create an em- 
pire, or declare war. A number of men in 
the State House at Indianapolis indorsed 
the 15th Amendment some months ago; 
but, under the State Constitution—which 
requires three-fifths of allthe members to 
make a quorum—those persons constituted 
a mob, or a political caucus, perhaps; cer- 
tainly not a Legisiatare. And the mongrel 
gangs of negroes and other chicken thieves, 
who, under bayonet coercion, have assum- 
ed to pass upon the amendment in the 

Southern States, were also mere usurpers. 
Officers of election, to whom this last lying 
Proclamation of our mendacious President 
may be presented as evidence of the right 
of negroes to vote, should treat itas a mere 
electioneering roorback, having no legal 
vitality whatever.
